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Police: 2 Tyler students taken from 
school by mother’s ex-boyfriend 


On Feb. 16 at about 9:34 a.m., Van Buren 
Township police officers were dispatched 
to Tyler Elementary School to investigate a 
possible kidnapping/child abduction. 

Van Buren Township Police Chief 
Jason Wright said it was reported that two 
students left the school with their mother's 
boyfriend who was known but did not have 
permission to take the children. 

The mother reported that she did not 
know where her children were and that she 
had intended to leave her boyfriend that 
day as she was frightened of him, Chief 
Wright said. 

She reported that her boyfriend took 
her children to stop her from leaving him. 
Uniformed officers began investigati 
and utilized the township's Flock camera 
system to assist with this investigation. 

The VBT police dispatch center sent 
out a message to area police departments 
to be on the look-out for the suspect and 
his vehicle, and a Canton Township police 
officer located the suspect vehicle and 


effected a traffic stop on it. 
Both children were taken into protective. 
custody and the suspect Joe Casas, age 30. 
of Van Buren Township was detained. VBT 
police officers responded to the traffic stop 
and took custody of the children and placed 
Casas under arrest. 
VBT police detectives conducted 
their investigation and leamed that the 


mother had been the victim of domestic 
violence, felonious assault, and unlawful 
imprisonment leading up to this event, 
Chief Wright said. 

A warrant request was presented to 
the Wayne County Prosecutor’s Office 
for review and consideration and the 
prosecutor charged Casas with: 

* Two felony counts of kidnapping - child 
enticement, with a penalty of life or any 
term of years 

* Three felony counts of unlawful 
imprisonment, with a penalty of 15 
and/or $20,000; 

* One felo

(felonious assault). 


weapon 
with a penalty of 4 years and/or $2,000; 


* One count of domestic violence: 93- 
day misdemeanor and/or $500; and 

* Habitual offender - fourth offense 
notice. The maximum penalty cannot be 
less than the maximum term for the first 
conviction 

On Feb. 18, Casas was arraigned via 
video from the VBT lockup before 34th 
District Court Judge Lisa Martin and a 
not-guilty plea was entered. A cash bond 
of $250,000 was set and Casas remains in 
custody. Casas is scheduled to appear at a 
probable cause hearing at the 34th District

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City DDA denies chamber request for free police, fire, DPW

On Feb. 16, the Belleville Downtown 
Development Authority was about to 
approve the Belleville Area Chamber of 
Commerce request for a $2,000 grant for 
marketing of the Belleville Lake Fest, when 
Mayor Kerreen Conley stopped the vote 

She pointed out that at the bottom 
of the request was this statement: 
“DDA funds requested ** $2,000 PLUS a 
commitment o provide in kind contributions 
for Police, Fire, Maintenance, Garbage.” 

Mayor Conley said the DDA can't waive 
costs of the city and the $2,000 grant from 
the DDA was not a problem. She said there 
is no number provided with the services they 
are requesting, which could be something. 
like $6,000. 

Mike Kole, who filled out the request 
form for the chamber, was not present at the. 
meeting to explain. 

City Manager/Police Chief Dave Robinson 
said last year the city only charged for police. 
overtime because the city has to pay it some 
way. He said it was $5,000 to $6,000 and 
the fire department was about $1,000 more. 

Chief Robinson said last year when it was 
raining at Lakefest, he sent people home to 
save money. 

He said the city was of the understanding 
that Lakefest is not hosted by the chamber 
and the chamber is simply a fiduciary and 
was supposed to create its own 501c3 for 
Lakefest 

DDA members agreed they have seen 
nothing that shows the chamber has created 
a 50103. 

DDA member Denise Baker pointed out 
in the request it says the applicant provides 
security. 

DDA chairperson Alicia McGovern 
suggested the DDA send it back to the 
chamber for a proper request. 

DDA member Kelly McWilliams asked if 
the application says it's for marketing only 
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and she was told this application needs to 
be updated. 

DDA member Jennifer Winter agreed with 
Mayor Conley that they need a number on 
how much the chamber is requesting. 

"They can't just tack on a gift,” McGovern 
said. 

Baker repeated that the DDA grant is only 
for marketing. 

Mayor Conley said the DDA could 
approve the $2,000 grant and not the other 
request. She said the DDA doesn’t know if 
the chamber needs the marketing money 
now for the event in June. 

McGovern said they could approve the 
grant without the gift of police, fire, and 
garbage. 

Baker said last year the DDA made an 
exception and give two grants t0 the 
chamber — one for Lakefest and one for 
Winterfest — based on the understanding that 
the chamber was making an application for 
the 501c3 so Lakefest would be a separate 
entity in the future, 

‘Just send it back,” said DDA member 
Valerie Kelley-Bonner. 

DDA Treasurer Sabrina Richardson- 
Williams agreed that the application said 
the grant was just for marketing, 

McWilliams said it was the wrong 
application, but it was pointed out just the 
dates on top for application needed to be 
changed. 

Richardson-Williams' first motion to 
approve the application, seconded by 
McWilliams, was reworded to, "approve 
$2,000 for Lakefest, period.” This motion 
passed unanimously. 

Councilman Steve Jones, who is a 
chamber officer and listed with Kole as in 
charge of Lakefest, entered the meeting at 
this point. The DDA asked him if the 501c3 
application had been filed and Jones said he 
didn’t know the status. 

The DDA was about to consider the 
chamber's request for Winterfest, which

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also included the request for free services. 

Richardson-Williams said the DDA has 
the rule that you only can apply for one 
grant, she said of the chamber. 

McGovern said the chamber is applying 
for the 501c3 although it has been a yea 
since the chamber said it would do that to 
make Lakefest a separate entity 
je had COVID.” said McWilliams, a 
member of the chamber, trying to explain 
the delay. The rest of the DDA board 
members laughed at this excuse. 

Richardson-Williams asked if the DDA 
wanted to make another exception to 
two grants to the chamber. 

Baker said the DDA doesn’t want to 
continue this year after year. 

McGovern said they could table the 
Winterfest grant until the 501¢3 application 
is filed. 

When will it stop?” Richardson-Williams 
asked, 

‘Winterfest will always be a chamber 
event,” Jones stated. 

“If they get that 501c3 that will be another 
entity,” Winter said. 

Mayor Conley said they could provide the 
Winterfest money as long as action is being 
taken on the SO1c3.

wording called it a chamber event. They 
rescinded the motion. 

McWilliams said she was in the chamber 
and Mayor Conley said she might have to 
recuse herself unless the DDA allows her to 
vote. They voted to let her vote. 

Mayor Conley made the motion to 
approve $2,000 for advertising/marketing 
for Lakefest, contingent on evidence on the 
50103. That was seconded by Winter and 
approved unanimously. 

‘Then a motion was made to approve $2,000 
for advertising/marketing for Winterfest. 
without gifts, and it passed unanimously. 

In other business at the one-hour-and-40- 
minute meeting on Feb. 16, the DDA: 

* Unanimously approved the request of 
the Belleville Central Business Community 
for a $2,000 marketing / advertising grant 
as submitted: 

* Unanimously approved setting aside 
$5,000 for DDA Director Tim McLean to 
begin maintenance projects that have been 
listed as needed within the district. McLean 
said he would put together a policy on 
how the money for maintenance will be 
allocated by the DDA and board members 
can consider the policy at the next meeting. 
This will give MeLean some funds to get 
started and if more funds are needed before 
the next meeting they could have a special 
meeting; 

* Approved Pioneer Landscaping of Van 
Buren Township, the lowest of two bidders, 
or landscaping and maintenance in the 
district at a cost of $735 per mowing with 
edging at $1400 for 2022. Costs were 
given for three years, Fresh mulch will be

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VBT DDA hires Anthony Costantino 
to remove, replace banners

Anthony Costantino of C2A Enterprises 
LLC has been selected to do the removal 
and replacement of banners three times 
a year on 72 light poles in the streetscape 
along Belleville Road. 

Atthe Jan. 25 in-person meeting of the Van. 
Buren Township Downtown Development 
Authority the group voted unanimously 
to select Costantino's company. DDA 
Executive Director Susan Ireland said she 
had hoped to get three bids for the DDA to 
consider but came up with just two. 

C2A Enterprises of Ypsilanti bid $3,040 
each swap-out for a yearly total of $9,120. 
Banner Sign Company of Detroit bid 
$4,370 for each swap-out for a yearly total 
of $13,110 

‘The DDA had been informed that the 
owner of Old Glory Flags and Flagpoles 
had retired and sold the business. Director 
Ireland said staff requested proposals 
from more than ten different companies to 
swap-out and maintain the banners on the 
streetlights along Belleville Road, but the 
response was not as successful as she had 
hoped. 

Ireland said there are a lot of companies. 
that will make the banners and there are a 
few that would install new banners only, 
but not do maintenance work. She said Old 
Glory's cost was just shy of $4,000 each 
SWap-out. 

Neither of the bids included maintenance. 
of the banners or bracket repair and this will. 


be done for a separate fee on an as-needed 
basis. 

In a memo submitted along with his bid. 
Costantino said his company has been 
highly recommended by Old Glory F 
who has been completing the ba 


ner 


swap for VBT since 2007. The memo said 
Anthony 


Costantino has been working 
le Old Glory Flags for more than a 
decade performing this task. 

Costantino said there are 36 seasonal 


banners and 36 township logo banners and 
they are replaced seasonally three times a 
year.

Banners are removed and replaced by 
ladder which requires three team members 
to complete this task in a safe manner, he 
said. 

“A change we will implement is that the 
installation team will no longer work in the 
right lane of Belleville Road so that lane will 
remain open for traffic and the installation 
won't cause any disruption,” he wrote 
“Instead, C2A Enterprises will operate 
along the sidewalk in a small utility vehicle. 
This will greatly reduce the opportunity for 
a tragic car accident to happen and increase 
the safety of our team members while 
ensuring that there are no traffic backups." 

If there are extenuating circumstances in 
which the right lane is needed to perform 
the job, then an arrow board will be rented 
at the cost of the township to ensure the 
safety of everyone, he said 

VBT Supervisor Kevin McNamara, who 
sits on the DDA, said Chris Costantino, the 
father of Anthony, owns Rose's restaurant 
where his wife works. He asked if he should 
recuse himself from the vote, and DDA 
members voted to allow that, even though 


most said they didn’t think it was necessary 

In other business at the half-hour meeting, 
the DDA:
